Ninety-one new banks, with capital 
stock aggregating $2,755,000, began do- 
ing business in Georgia during 1911.

The Travelers’ Bank and Trust Com- 
pany,.of this city, with its canital of 
$200,000, stands head and _ shoulders 
above all the rest in size, the next lars- 
est being the Bank of Da wgon, with a 
capital of $100,000.

“The Senator La Follette style of 
campaign tends to arouse the passions 
of the people and make for a condi- 
tion of public intolerance, which is 
always worse than personal or indi- 
vidual intolerance, because it has so 
much more might as a force. 

“In Senator La Follette's speeches 
and writings I do not think he distin- 
guishes between honest men in big 
business and dishonest men.

MACVEAGH FORMS PLAN - 
TO CURB MONEY TRUST 


Washington, January 2.—Secretary 
of the Treasury MacVeagh, whose ad- 
vice has been sought by the national 
monetary commission in framing a 
statute prohibiting the stocks of 
banks from falling under the control 
of other banks or corporations, be- 
lieves the end can be accomplished 
by a broad provision of law designed 
to maintain the independence of each 
individual bank. 

While the secretary recognizes that 
it is difficult to write into the law a 
concrete statement which would cover 
all subterfuges, he. indicated today 
that an affirmative assertion by con- 
gress in aé_- statutory  projfbition 
against one bank owning stock in an- 
other bank by direct or indirect means 
would probably -meet the situation. 
An unambiguous statement of the in- 
tent of congress, he believes, would 
successfully operate tro prevent two 
or more banks frem falling under the 
domination of concentrated interests, 
whether attempted through corpora- 
tions or groups of individuals, form- 
eq to get control. 

The secretary believes that to meet 
the country’s needs and popular. de- 
mands the plan of currency and bank- 
ing reform which the monetary com- 
mission will submit to congress must 
contain this prohibitory regulation. 
He has not yet completed his con- 
sideration of the question.

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TAFT IS CLEMENT 
TO TWO NEGROES 


President Frees Adams and 
Sawyer on Confession of 
Real Criminal. — 


a 

Washington, January 2.—President 
Taft today commuted to expire at once 
the life sentence of Arthur Adams and 
Robert Sawyer, two negro British sub- 
jects, convicted at Wilmington, N. C., 
in 1906, of murder on the high seas: 
‘In a confession before his execution, 
Henry Scott, another negro, convicted 
of and hanged for the ‘same crime, 
completely exonerated Adams and 
Sawyer. 

Originally Adams and Sawyer were 
sentenced to death, but-this was com- 
muted by President Roosevelt to life 
imprisonment. The prisoners were na- 
tives of the British West Indies, and 
the British ambassador intervened to 
secure consideration for the pleas for 
executive clemency. 

Not Free From Fault. 

‘TI do not find,” said President Taft, 
in disposing of the case, ‘Adams and 
Sawyer free from fault, and I do not 
think that their conviction, insofar as 
it had led to the present imprison- 
ment, is an injustice, but I do tuink 
that the confession of Scott and e 
other circumstances are enough to re- 
lieve them from active complicity in 
the murders and to justify their now 
being freed.” 

The murders were committed onthe 
American schooner A. H. Borwind, 
whose four white officers—Master, en- 
gineer, mate and cook—and one negro 
seaman were killed while: the vessel, 
disabled by stormy weather, was off 
the coast of North Carolina, October 
19, 1905. During the voyage a contro- 
versy arose between the master and 
the sailors over food and other mat- 
ters. 

After the five had been murdered, 
Adams and Sawyer succeeded in over- 
powering Scott. They signaled a pas- 
sage vessel and three were delivered 
into custody at Southport, N. C, 

Confessed* Before Executed. 

During the trials at Wilmington, it 
is said, Seott was very bitter toward 
Adams and Sawyer, and charged them 
with complicity in the crimes, Before 
his execution, however, he made two 
written confessions, which he confirm- 
ed in a statement on the gallows, July 
6, 1906, assuming full responsibility 
of the murders. 

The supreme court of the United 
States gave the lower court opportu- 
nity to .@rant a new trial after the 
confessions. Because of lack of funds 
the prisoners were unable to 
themselves of this privilege. 
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sidering a previous application for 
pardon for the two men, the late So- 
licitor General Hoyt discredited Scott’s 
confessions under the belief that they 
were made in a spirit of bravado, “In 
the present pardon proceedings, which 
were instituted by H. B. Warner, an 
Englishman of New York, J. A. Finch, 
pardon attorney of the department of 
justice, went... extensively. inte the 
cases and was convinced that the con- 
fessions were -genuine..

The Germans as a people, how-. 

As a 
matter of fact, interest in the elections 
was never greater. : 

The issues concern national inter- 
ests of vital importance, involving as 
they do financial legislation of large 
extent, the possibility of further taxa- 
tion at ihe coming session and the high 
cost of living. At radical headquar- 
ters, enthusiasm is displayed over the 
chances of success on these issues. Ths 
radicals say that the latest reports 
show that the. position recently as- 
sumed by the vatican with regard to 
modernism and the relation of the 
clergy to the civil courts is playing a 
considerable role in the strongholds 
of the clerical center. 

The other side points to the menace 
to agriculture contained in the possi- 
bility of legislation affecting agrarian 
protection. The recent war scare 
seems to be playing a secondary part, 
the bearing of which is uncertain. 

The forecasts generally admit a gain 
for the socialists, who are expected to 
overcome the losses they sustained in 
the great anti-socialist landslide in 
1307 and corresponding losses by the 
conservatives. The prediction that the 
socialists will carry 100 seats is fre- 
quently heard. It is quite generally 
expected that the turnover will be suf- 
ficient to dethrone the present conserv- 
ative-centrist majority and force the 
government to bid for additional allies 
in the next reichstag.

The deliberations may run 
well into the summer, without halt 
even for the presidential nominating 
conventions. | 

With the Russian treaty abrogated, 
the pension bill and urgent deficiency 
appropriations out of the way in the 
_house, tariff legislation is expected as 
goon as the ways and means commit- 
tee can send out the revised schedule. 
The iron and steel schedule probably 


‘will come first, and is expected ~7ithin 


ten days. Tariff legislation, however, 
is by no means all that is on the legis- 
| lative program, for heads of many im- 
portant committees are certain to ex- 
ert pressure for the consideration of 
many important bills. 


Legislation To Be Pressed. 


Anti-trust labor legislation and re- 
vision of the statutes relating to in- 
junctions are to be pressed by the 
judiclary committee. Panama canal 
legislation is to be urged by the com- 
mittee on interstate and foreign com- 
merce, members of which have just,re- 
turned from a three weeks’ inspection 
of the canal zone. The rules commit- 
tee has under consideration important 
matters, including proposed investiga- 
tions of the “money trust,” the ship- 
ping combine and the so-called har- 
vester trust. This committee contem- 
plates recommending the appointment 
of a joint committee to conduct a 
broad inquiry into alJ three subjects. 

Investigation into the United States 
Steel Corporation and the sugar situ- 
ation will be resumed next week, the 
probability being that neither of these 
special committees will report for some 
tim¢@. Each is expected to recommend 
important legislation.. The committee 
on foreign affairs will press legisla- 
tion affecting treaties with foreign 
nations, and the committees on expen- 
ditures in the various departments of 
the government, which began investi- 
gations during the extra session are 
planning to renew work with vigor for 
the purpose of recommending econo- 
mies in administration. 


To Curtail Appropriations. 


Many other matters cre to be con- 
sidered, among the most important be- 
ing the appropriations which the dem- 
ocrats have in their control for the 
first time in sixteen years. The cur- 
tailment of many appropriations is 
looked for. Legislation affecting the 
army and navy will also be considered. 

Representative Underwood, chair- 
man of the ways and means commit- 
tee, has expressed the hope that con- 
gress can complete its work in June in 
time for the national conventions, but 
there are many who seriously doubt 
it when they contemplate all that is 
scheduled to be done, and the delays 
that will be encountered. 

The tariff program probably will be 
congidered in a caucus of the house 
democrats before many weeks. The 
wool bill has been postponed for atime 
until the full report of thetariff board 
can be digested. Meanwhile the iron 
ang<&teel, chemical and sugar sched- 
ules are to be considered by the com- 
mittee. Food schedules will be taken 
up later. 

There is little before the senate just 
now, the upper body having to await 
action by the house. The Sherwood 
pension bill, passed by the house, will 
come up for the senate’s consideration 
first in all probability. The bill pro- 
viding for direct election of United 
States senators, passed in the house 
last summer, still is in conference. 
The conferees are to meet within a 
Spee days, but thus far no agreement 
has been reached.

Appeal to Be Made to Inter-. 


Though the Georgia City Is 
Nearer. 


Declaring Atlanta is discriminated 
against in the matter of freight rates, 
a real fight is about to be begun by 
the Atlanta Freight Bureau. 

The matter will be carried before 
the interstate commerce commission, 
and the freight bureau officials are 
now having printed an extensive com- 
plaint which will be filed with the 
commission. 4 

The fight will be on all six of the 
freight classification,® it being shown 
that Atlanta ig badly discriminated 
against in all of the six. 

Higher Than Other Cities. 

It is shown that the rates from New 
‘York to Atlanta in all six classifica- 
tions are much higher than those to 
Nashville, Knoxville and to Chattanoo- 
ga, in spite of the fact that Atlanta 
is nearer the metropolis than the cities 
mentioned, It shows that the average 
freight rate between Atlanta and New 
York is 74 cents, with a distance of 


510 miles. , 

The distance from New York to 
Knoxville, it is shown, is 162 miles 
Sreater, but the average freight rate 
is 11 cents cheaper. Nashville, which 
is 289 miles further from New York 
than Atlanta, pays an average rate of 
18 cents less. These rates give Knox- 
ville an advantage of 17 per cent over 
Atlanta and Nashville one of 32 per 
cent. 

The Three Contentions. 


The three contentions upon which 
the bureau will base its fight are, first, 
that the rates are too high, per se; 
second, that they are too high by com- 
parison, and, third, that they are in 
violation of the fourth section of the 
act regulating interstate commerce, 

The comparison of rates between 
New York and Atlanta and New York 
and middle western cities of approxi- 
mately the same distance from New 
York shows that the rate is almost 
twice as great to Atlanta as it is to 
Chicago, Louisville and Cincinnati, all 
of which are practically equi-distant 
from New York, 

Report of Bureau. 

Following is a complete report of 
the bureau, as submitted to the city 
council, which embodies the salient 
points in the contention which the bu- 
reau will make before the interstate 
commerce commission: 

As requested I beg to hand you a 
partfal statement of the operations of 
the Atlanta Freight Bureau from Jan- 
uary 1 to December 31, 1911, also an 
outline of the work mapped out by 
the board of directors fof the year 
1912, 

The following comparison of 1900 
with 1910 shows the magnitude of At- 
lanta’s commercial] and manufacturing 
interests and is a striking illustration 
of her growth: 

Establishments—196 in 1900, 483 in 
1910, an increase of 285. or 146.4 per 
cent. 

Capital Emplojsed — $14,603,000 in 
1900, $30,878,000 in 1910, an increase 
of $16,275,000, or 111.4 per cent. 

Average Number of Employees— 
7,966 in 1900, 12,302 in 1910, an in- 
crease og 4,336, of 54.4 per cent. 

Salaries and Wases—$2,597,000 in 
1900, $8,148,000 in 1910, an increase of 
$5,550,000, or 213.7 per cent. 

Value of Products—$14,418,000 in 
1900, $32 033,000 in 1910, an increase of 
$17,620,000, or 122.2 per cent. 


Grain Case. 


The grain case, or better known as 
the “reshipping case,” having been 
with the interstate commerce commis- 
sion for the past two years, was de- 
cided in Atlanta’s favor June 9, 1911. 

The foregoing case relates to the re- 
billing privileges on grain and grain 
products accorded the city of Nashville 
by the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis and: the Louisville and Nashville 
railway companies. Under the present 
rules and regulations, grain can be 
stopped in transit at Nashville for the 
purpose of elevation, inspection, grad- 
ing, mixing, treatin and then. for- 
warded within a p.vriod of six months 
on the through rate from the point of 
origin to point of final destination. 

In deciding the foregoing, the com- 
mission was of the opinion that the 
granting of said privileges to Nash- 
ville and denying the same to Atlanta 
was an wnjust discrimination against 
Atlanta. The commission stated that, 
under this order, it would, of course, 
be within the election of the carriers 
to obviate this discriminnation by 
withdrawing the said privileges from 
Nashville, or by extending same to At- 
lanta. The Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis railway and the Louisville 
and Nashville railway, board of trade 
and grain exchange of Nashville, joint- 
ly, secured a temporary restraining or- 
der from the United ‘States commerce 
court until that body could review the 
order of the commission, and the tak- 
ing of additional testimony. The case 
came on for hearing before Judge 
Mack, of the commerce court,- under 
date of November 27, and will be 
argued before the full court during the 
month of February.. , 

The volume of the grain business in 
Nashville for the year ending June’396, 
1910, amounted to 23,000,000, and if the 
same privileges are extended to At- 
lanta, there is no reason why Atlanta's 
receipts should not exceed those of 
Nashville. Favorable decision means 
large investments in elevators, addi- 
tional capital to take care of the in- 
crease of business, and the employ- 
ment of several hundred men. 


es Switching Case. 


During the month of March, 1911, 
the rallroads in Atlanta, without no- 
tice, advanced the switching rate on 
so-called across-town or local move- 
ments from one industry to another, 
within the switching limits of Atlanta 
from $2 per car to the local scale o 
rates authorized by the Georgia rail- 
road commission. The advance in some 
cases amounted to as much as $30 per 
ear, and if permitted to have gone into 
effect, would have cost many of our 
manufacturers from two to three thou- 
sand dollars per annum, and would 
have seriously injured Atlanta as a 
manufacturing city in the location of 
new industries. eee

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THE LAWYER AND THE LA 
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in Collier's’ Weekly, emphasizes the astoundigg fact that while 
English’ law is administered by 200 judges for 32,500,000 people, 
the United States, with ninety million, has approximately 4,000 
judges, not including innumerable justices of the peace, recorders 
and minor functionaries. ¢ 

And yet it is admitted, is, in fact, notoriously true, that Eng- 
land, with her one judge to each 162,500 population, is far ahead 
of this country with a judge to every 22,500 persons, in the equi- 
table, impartial and exact administration of justice! 

In England such a thing as an appeal in a criminal case is 
unknown; convictions approximate 80 per cent, and in 98 per cent 
of the convictions, the full punishment prescribed is enforced, 
Appeal in civil cases is the exception ; reversal is rare; the new trial 
is a thing almost unknown. : : 

Conviction in the United States means but the beginning of 
the trial; while only about one criminal case in four gets to trial 
and in about one out of ten the conviction stands. Appellate courts 
are ready and waiting to reverse on technicality and precedent, and 
not on the quality of justice in the case itself. On the civil, as 
well as the criminal side, appeals are the rule, and American ap- 
pellate courts annually hand down some 25,000 decisions, one- 
third of which are reversals and new trials. 

While we go on creating new judges and courts, and piling 
up opportunity for petty and frivolous appeal, England even now, 
complaining of the cost of justice to her subjects, contemplates a 
system of references for minor cases before whom no lawyer shall 


be permitted to appear! 
The unavoidable conclusion is 
and lawyer-ridden, a situation whi 


his admirable summing-up: 

ur legislatures, including congress, are almost invariably made up 
of aiamertty of lawyers. It is the lawyers themselves who have made the 
laws and the courts and the practice of the law as they are, with their utter 
and shameless prostitution of justice, Why should there be nearly 4,000 judges 
in the United States with nearly, 25,000 opinions in ap ed cases per year? 

Because, first of all, it means 4,000 fat jobs for lawyers, and, secondly, 
because it requires these 4,000 judges to hear and to pass.on the endless rig- 
marole of motions, objections, exceptions, writs of error, writs of ha cor- 
pus, appeals, retrials and reappeals which make up the daily practice of the 
law and which make the law profitable. 

In England—even in England-—the cost of the law has become so great 

that the government has in contemplation the establishment of petty courts, 
or rather referees for minor cases, from which lawyers shall be excluded! 
Characteristically, this has aroused a storm of protest from the “profession,” 
and the proposal denounced as a move for the creation of “little star cham- 
bers.” To these protests a spokesman for the government replied: 
“No professional (i. e., lawyers’) warnings of this kind will check the 
efforts of the government and house of commons to provide cheap and expe- 
ditious means of determining small cases. The fact is that the practitioners 
of the law have made recourse to the ordinary courts of justsce too expensive 
for the ordinary citizen; save in the most stringent necessity, he never thinks, 
if well advised, of going to law; that luxury is reserved for large capitalists 
and corporations commanding large sums.” 

ar the reception of such a proposal in the United States! I think the 
moral is: : 

Reduce the number of lawyers in congress and in the legislatures, and 
then, and not till then, will there be a real reform of the law in this country. 


American lawyers know these conditions exist; no one can be 
better aware of them, for they have created them, gradually, it is 
true; but they are conditions which nevertheless have made of 
American law and its administration a farce and a scandal. 

American law and American administration of justice encour- 
age litigation and do not discourage crime. 

The evil has gone as far as an awakened and, in some instances, 
an outraged, public will suffer it; the check must be applied, turn- 
ing the tide of legal administration back to an even-handed justice, 
not alone to litigant and defendant but to society. 

The time for reform of courts and their procedure of laws that

WITH 4 STRANGE DEATHS 


Mobile, Ala., Janugry 2.—Diligent 
work of the police failed to untangle 
the skein of incidents surrounding the 
four deaths in the family of Mrs. Mary 
T. Godau. She is in jail, the confessed 
slayer of her son-in-law, Policeman 
Fred Wasserlaben, whose body was 
found several days ago in a pond. 

With Mrs. Godau are held her son 
by a former marriage,- Will Green, and 
her daughter, the widow of the po- 
liceman. Insurance policies figure ex- 
tensively in all the deaths. 

Charles Stein, the woman’s first hus- 
ban, was shot and killed, supposedly 
by robbers. Her second husband, Wil- 
liam Green, disappeared and never 
showed up. William Godau, her last 
husband, was found dead in his yard. 
She was tried, but acquitted. She col- 
lected insurance on the lives of Stein 
and Godau. 

Although sharply questioned -today, 
She contended she alone was respon- 
sible for Wasserlaben’s death. She ya- 
ried her story only by saying she hired 
a@ negro boy to help her load his body 
into a wagon in which she took it to 
the pond. 

That Wasserlaben was systematic- 
ally poisoned for several weeks be- 
fore his death is the theory of the po- 
lice who are investigating the case, it 
was stated today. Although apparent- 
ly in the best of health, Wasserlaben 
began to complain of a stomach trou- 
ble in September, and was unable to 
work until November. Mrs. Godau ad- 
mitted today that she shot her son- 
in-law as he lay in bed with his eyes 
closed, and that she hired a negro boy 
to assist her in taking the body to the 
pond where it was found floating Sun- 
day morning. |

Illinois ranks first, Texas sec- 
ond and Iowa third.

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CONTEST TO KILL 
COMMERCE COURT 


Washington, January:2.—A spectac- 
ular fight over interstate commerce 
began today before the supreme 
court of the United States, when 
briefs were filed in the New York har- 
bor sugar lighterage case. The inter- 
State commerce commission appealed 
to the supreme court to stop the course 
of the new commerce court, lest the 
former’s power over rate-making be 
reduced tonothing. The Federal Sugar 
Refining Company pointed to the ar- 
rangement of railroads to pay Ar- 
buckle Brothers, sugar refiners, and 
owners of a Brooklyn dock, compensa- 
tion for lightering goods across New 
York harbor to the railroad stations on 
the Jersey shore, as a “new and dan- 
gerous method ‘of unjust discrimina- 
tion” which, if successful, would make 
former methods “mere adolescents.” 

The - commission issued an order 

based on a holding that the lighterag« 
compensation allowed to the Ar- 
buckles, and not to the Federdl Sugar 
Refining Company, amounted to an 
unjust discrimination. The new com- 
merce court temporarily enjoined the 
enforcement of the commission's or- 
der. ‘ 
“If the commerce court may, simply 
as a matter of discretion,’ said P, J. 
Farell, solicitor of the commission, in 
his brief, “for its own ‘convenience and 
the convenience of carriers or some 
other similar reason, enjoin tempora- 
rily enforcement of an order of the 
commission, it may, we submit, destroy 
for all practical purposes, the power 
of the commission and render impossi- 
ble the regulation of transportation 
agencies.”

Special counsel Pierce Butler read 
several letters received by W. D. Miles, 
manager of the Armour Packing Com- 
pany at Kansas City, in June, 1897, in 
which thé amounts of beef to ‘be 
shipped to certain eastern markets 
were given and the price to be charged 
based on a margin of fifty cents on 
the uniform test cost estimate used by 
the packers, was named. 

The letters also flatly refuted the 
Statemegt of Henry Veeder, on the 
witness stand, that no meetings of 
the packers to fix prices and appor- 
tion business were held between 
April, 1897, and January, 1898, when a 
“statistical bureau” wag maintained to 
compile records of meat shipped and 
prices obtained at different points. 
Miles, who severed his connection with 
the Armour interests in 1903, will, it 


is said, be one of the star witnesses — 


for the government. 
One of the Tell Tale Letters. 
One of the letters, dated June 239, 


1897, read in part: 

“Dear Sir: This afternoon it was 
agreed that each party will not ship 
during the current week in excess of 
shipments agreed upon for last week. 

“Boston: At this point it was nares 
that each party in interest will not 
ship during the current week in ex- 
cess of his proportion of a total ship- 
ment of 100 cars, basing such propor- 
tion on the average weekly shipments 
to Boston for the eight weeks ending 
June 26, 1897. It was also agreed that 
parties in interest would endeavor ‘to 
ebtain for the current week margins 
of fifty cents. 

“Pittsburg: It was eed that each 
party in imterest would not ship in 
excess of 90 per cent of the average 
weekly shipment for the four weeks 
ending June 12, 1897.”

Says Sec, Nagel of Commerce 
Department in Annual Report 


Mere Breaking Up of Large 
Combinations Does Not Suf- 
fice—Recent Decisions Show 
the Need of a Permanent 
Federal Agency, He Declares. 


- Washington, January 2.—“The mere 
breaking up of large combinations into 
a number of separate parts by no 
means meets the whole trust ques- 
tion,” says Secretary Nagel, of the de- 
partment of commerce and labor, in 


his annual report transmitted today to 
President Taft. 

Secretary Nagel declares that the 
Sherman law has been proved to be 
an effective statute beyond all doubt, 
and that a degree of combination of 
capital is quite necessary; but he adds 
that the supreme court decisions in 
the Standard Oil and Tobacco cases 
have. demonstrated that the next step 
in the control of great industrial cor- 
porations will] be the creation of a 
permanent federal agency. 

How much control shall be exercised, 
whether by commission, federal incor- 
poration or other means, which have 
been advocated recently by Judge El- 
bert H. Gary,. George .W. Perkins and 
other financiers before the senate com- 
mittee which has been conducting 
hearings to determine what changes| 
would be desirable in the anti-trust 
laws, Secretary Nagel does not definite- 
ly say. He favors, however, a develop- 
ment of the powers and scope of the 
bureau of corporations. 

“A certain degree of combination of 
capital is admittedly essential to the 
carrying on of our great business en- 
terprises,” says Secretary Nagel. -"To 
control properly such necessary combi- 
nations we must have some administra- 
tive federal office or commission which 


shall make this work its business. by 


“We must have a permanent authority 
which shall by steady and continuous 
supervision and publicity safeguard 
the public interests and at the same 
time allow full scope for necessary 
and proper business efficiency and de- 
velopment, 7 

Need of Regulation. 


“The Gecisions of the supreme court 
in the Standard Oil and American To- 
bacco Company cases have brought 
forcibly to the public attention a fact 
repeatedly presented in the reports of 
this department—the imperative need 
for the positive administrative regula- 
tion of great industrial corporations. 

“The recent decisions and re-organi- 
zations which followed have made it 
clear that another imperative step re- 
mains to be taken and that this is the 
establishment, by appropriate legisla- 
tion, of a broad system of supervision 
and publicity for all those industrial 
and commercial organizations engaged 
in interstate and international busi- 
ness. ; 

“Whether this shallbe done by means 
of federal incorporation or by a federal 
office or commission exercising powers 
of regulation and supervision may be 
a secondary question. The first con- 
sideration appears to be the establish- 
ment of permanent administrative pub-

To Relieve Immigrants. 


In connection with the immigration 
service, the secretary recommends that 
any amendments to the immigration 
laws tend to relieve immigrants of un- 
due hardship without letting down the 
bars against undesirables. Larger dis- 
cretion should be lodged with officials, 
he thinks, to admit unfortunate mem- 
ers of incoming families, where it is 
shown that society would be protected 
against burden and danger. He rec- 
ommends, also, that examinations of 
immigrants be made before they em- 
bark for this country, and that the 
time for deporting confessed criminals 
be extended, 

Secretary Nagel refers in passing to 
recent criticism of the immigratton 
service. He says the bureau has en- 
deavVored to obey the general mandate 
of the law and relieve the individual 
of hardship wherever the statute al- 
lows it. 

“In the meantime, Lincoln’s advice 
finds’ renewed application,” says the 
secretary, quoting the words, “If both 
factions, or neither, shall abuse you, 
you will probably be about right. Be- 
ware of being assailed by one and 
praised by the other.” 

One of the greatest operations of the 
year in Secretary Nagel’s department 
was the completion of the thirteenth 
census. 

A v¥ery important investigation on 
the cost of living is now being carried 
on by the bureau of labor. “The report 
promises to provide a basis for intelli- 
gent discussion of this much-mooted 
question,” says the secretary.

It came out that Charles W. Morse 
made $2,000 in the spring of 1910 by' 
selling short on gas stock, all because | 
Warden William H. Moyer permitted 
him to send a cipher. telegram, 
show hig gratitude or for some other 
reason, Mr. Moyer said, Mr. Morse sub- 
sequently offered to share the profits 
with him. This. alleged act on the 
part of Mr. Morse so prejudiced the 


opinion of Editor F. L. Seely, of The 
Georgian, that he subsequently sub- 
jected his prominent prisoner to dis- 
ciplinary treatment, characterized by 
the editor as “reprehensible.” 

Story Causes Probe. 

Mr Seely is a personal friend of Mr. 
Morse, and has visited him frequently 
in the prison. Last Thursday he pub- 
lished a story hinting at a congres- 
sional investigation into Morse’s treat- 
ment in the. penitentiary, citing an in- 
stance in which he was alleged to 
have been placed in solitary confine- 
ment in a dungeon for giving a sick 
boy about to be discharged a paltry 
sum of money. 

The publication so incensed the war- 
den that he obtained permission from 
the department of justice to invite the 
Atlanta newspaper men to the prison 
to show them just where Morse was 
kept in solitary confinement and to ex- 
plain the circumstances. Editor Seely 
responded in person as the representa- 
tive of his paper. 

Newspaper Jury. 

The investigation was gt times spicy

NEW PISTOL LAW UNJUST,

PAY OF RAILROADS 
FOR MAIL SERVICE 


Proposed That the Government 
Shall Pay Only for What 
It Receives.

Washington, January 
of the annual report of Joseph

eral, made public today, is a recom- 
mendation that the government shall 
pay only for what it receives in the 
transportation of the mails. An elab- 
orate discussion of the proposed plan 
of Postmaster General Hitchcock to 
pay the railroads for actua! service 
performed is presented. This plan, it 
is urged, “would eliminate all distinc- 
tion between payment for. weight and 
payment for space, and would be based 
on the space occupied by the malls in 
transit and the haul of the same.” 

The plan would enabie the govern- 
ment to transport the mails at a rate 
of 6 per cent above actual cost to the 
roads, the interstate commerce com- 
mission to have authority to resolve 
any differences that might arise be- 
tween the railroads and the postof- 
fice department as to an equitable ad- 
justment of the pay. 

For the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1911. the expenditures of the second 
assistant’s bureau aggregated $81,- 
042,209. The appropriations for the 
current fiscal year amount to $87,993,- 
580, all of which probably will not be 
expended, because of economies that 
have been introduced. 

Recommendations concurred 
the postmaster general are made to 
congress for new legislation for the 
service. Among the changes sought 
are a readjustment of compensation 
for the transportation of mails by rail- 
roads; to permit the payment of ves- 
sels of the second class on mail routes 
to South America, the Philippines, Ja- 
pan, China and Australia, 4,000 miles 
or more in length, at a rate not ex- 
ceeding that applicable to vessels of 
the first class. 

There also was recommended laws 
affecting the welfare of the employees 
of the postoffice system.

New York, January %—Alfred Ten- 
nyson Dickens, a son of Charles Dick- 
ens, the novelist, died suddenly of 


acute indigestion at the Hotel Astor

Mr. Dickens was in this country on 


a lecture tour. 


Mr. Dickens was a godson of. the 
poet Tennyson. He was in his 67th 


year. 


Mr. Dickens, who spent the Breater 
part of his life in Australia, .going 
there at the age of. 20, urrived in this 


country September 29, landing at Bos- 


ton, He rested there for ten days be- 


cause of a slight indisposition before 


beginning his lecture tour, which he 
opened at Lowell, Mass., October 19. 
His travels to fill the return engage- 
ments took him as far west as Den- 
ver. His last lecture was on Decem- 
ber 28 before the State Teachers’ As- 
sociation at Indianapolis. 

The lecturer was on his way to at- 
tend the theater last night when taken 
ill. He was’ better this morning and 
was preparing to go to Kingston, N.

Was again attacked. He died shortly 
after being removed to his room from 
the hotel lobby. 

His home was in Melbourne, Austra- 
lia.
